These Notes are intended to give the basic instructions concerning the filing of amendments under Article 1Q The 
Notes are based on the requirements of the Patent Cooperation Treaty, the Regulations and the Administrative Instructions 
under that Treaty.

INSTRUCTIONS CONCERNING AMENDMENTS UNDER ARTICLE 19
